ParRIs, Feb. 27.—Empress Frederick of Ger- 
many left Paris thismorning. Nounpleasant 
event marked her departure. The gravity of 
the situation, however, can be judged from 
the fact that acting under advice from high 
quarters, the Empress changed the line of 


route from fear of being insulted 
by that portion of the popu- 
lace which had gradually worked 


tself into a tever heat of rage over the pres- 
ence of the imperialvisitor in Parig. It was 
publicly announced yesterday evening, and 


-again this morning, that the Empress Fred- 


erick intended to leave this city for Calais at 
lia. m., but upon the suggestions referred 
to, she left the German Embassy two hours 
earlier, and entering a carriage was driven 
rapidly tothe Gare du Nord, where she en- 
tered the train which left that depot for 
Boulogne. The Empress, however, will not 
embark for England at that port, but will 
proceed from there to Calais, where a royal 
yacht is awaiting her arrival. In spite of the 
precautions taken to avoid an unpleasant 
demonstration by keeping the exact hour of 
the Empress’ departure a secret, several 
hundred people gathered about the Gare du 
Nord and watched the movenients of the 
Empress with considerable interest. The 
crowd. contrary to general expecta- 
tion, was civil and quiet, the 
majority of the men present 
passed. 
There was no insulting cries ofany descrip- 
tion. The Empress was as calm and com- 
posed, toall outward appearance, as if she 
had been in Berlin and surrounded by a body 
guard of the loyal Germans. She quickly en- 
tered the railroadcar which had been se- 
cured for her special use and cordially bade 
adieu tothe representatives ofthe German 
Embassy, whohad accompanied herto the 
station. 
M. GERVEX AND THE EMPRESS. 

At a reception yesterday evening’ at the 
residence of M. De Rothschild, M. Gervex, 
the painter, was presented to the. Empress. 
On behalf of the French artists he expressed 
the regret that they felt at not being able to 
send works of artto the Berlin Exposition, 
claiming that the reason for their abstain- 
ing from so doing was that they 


could not place themselves at variance with od 


their colleagues. The Empress listened at- 
tentively to the explanation given and in 
reply said. in substance, that she approved 
of the justice of the French artists’ move and 
accepted themin a friendly spirit of good 
will, though she regretted that the artists of 
France were not to be represented at Berlin. 

WHAT FRENCHMEN SAY. 

Inan interview with the President of the 
Society of Arts: published to-day, the latter 
declares that he will still adyocate that the 
French artists should send exhibits to Berlin, 
though he yields to the opinion expressed by 
his brother artists. The tone of the press of 
this city is mild. Thenewspapers repudiated 
the utterances of the Cologne Gazette. The 
charge is made by La Justice that the Gazette’s 
statements were in reality only the outcome 
of a Bourse manoeuver. and that in any case 
Germany well knows that France is firmly 
attached to peace, although she does not hes- 
itate to make any sacrifice which may be 
deemed necessary when the preparation for 
defense ig concerned. La Paiz, referring to 
the same subject, says that it is convinced 
that European opinion will be able to dis- 
tinguish between a few harangues made by 
the orators of the League of Patriots and the 
true attitude of the people. 

POLICE PRECAUTIONS. 

The Empress Frederick and her party ar- 
rived at the Gare de Nord in three landaus, 
the coachman and footman wearing cock- 
ades composed of the German colors in their 
hats. The police officials had taken 
every caution to protect the 
press, a body of 500 £=xpolicemen 
being in waiting about the depot. Upon the 
approach of the Imperial traveler, the police 
quickly formed into two lines, thus enabling 
the Empress’ carriage to drive up to the 
station without having any portion of the 
crowd near enough tothe Empress to do her 
injury should’ that have been the 
intention of any of. those present. 
The Empress was accompanied by the whole 
staff of the German Embassy, headed by 
Count Von Munster, the German Embassador. 
An attache of the British Embassy was also 
in attendance in company with one of the 
equerries of Queen Victoria, The latter, to- 
gether with Count Von Munster and a num- 
ber of police, accompanied the Empress to 
Boulogne and from there to Calais. 

BITTER FEELING IN BERLIN. 

BERLIN, Feb. 27.—The treatment of the Em- 
press Frederick in Paris is arousing a very 
bitter feeling in the court circles here, and 
the animosity displayed toward France is 
deeper than it has beenin many years. This 
is exactly what was predicted in France as 
likely to happen when the Kaiser permitted 
an intimation to go out of his own intention 
to visit Paris. It was then stated by well 
informed French authority that a German 
imperial visit would be more likely to hasten 
than to prevent a European war. It is said 
that the Kaiser has resolved to demand satis- 
faction from the French government for the 
annoyance and hostility towhich his mother 
has been subjected in Paris. The latest ad- 
vices from Paris show that feeling runs very 
high fn that city, and it might be dangerous 
for that government to offer even the sem-

PERSECUTED — = JEWS. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—The friendsof the Rus- 
sian Jews are much stirred up over the 
growing disposition to prevent farther im- 
migration of that classin England. Oswald 
John Simon, the champion of his race, 
writes: 

Itisa fiendish invention to assert that this small 
portion of the human family can be formidable 
competitors in the labor markets of the world. They 
have the same right to liveasany people on earth. 
I trust that international arrangement may be come 
to by which the Jews may be distributed in countries 
where they can be taken under the protection of the 
— the French and the American Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Simon recommends that a powerful 
committee be organized with this view con- 
sisting of delegates from London, Parisand 
the United States. Meantime, it issaid, pass- 
ages are being bought by the steamer-load 
for the transfer of Russian Jews to the 
United States. 

HIDEOUS STORIES. 

A dispatch from Berlin says: ‘‘One of the 
Jewish families expelled from Novgorod has 
arrived at Willenberg, Prussia, near the 
Russian border. They report the total num- 
ber of families expelled from the city of Nov- 
gorod as 817, and from the rural districts ad- 
joining 94. The family, whose nameis Kap- 
ten, gave a hideous account of the suffering 
caused by the enforcement of the anti-Jewish 
laws. One merchant was found dead, with 
his wife and their five children also dead, in 
the house where they had lived for many 
ears. It was supposed they had taken 
poison. In the merchant’s hand was grasped 
the notice of banishment. The property of 
the exiles is being bought up for a song by 
Russian speculators. 

THE MURDER OF CARROTY NELL. 

Lonpon, Feb. 27.—The Coroner’s inquest 
upon the remains of Frances Coleman, other- 
wise known as ‘‘Carroty Nell,’’ who was 
found with her head nearly severed from her 
body in Whitechapel, early on the morning of 
Feb. 13 last, ended to-day. Thejury rendered 
a verdict of ‘‘willful murder against some 
person or persons unknown.’’ This verdict 
does not affect the fireman, Sadler, who was 
charged before a magistrate with befng the 
murderer of ‘‘Carroty Nell,’’ and who was 
remanded until to-morrow in order to allow 
the police to make further investigation in 
the case. 

VIOLATED THE MARKS ACT. 

BELFAST, Feb. 27.—In the proceedings in- 
stituted by the Attorney-General for Ireland, 
Mr. Dodgson Hamilton Madden, against two 
merchants of this city, for violation of the 
marks act, the defendants were each fined 
£10. The merchants had been exporting 
American lard to England after having 
labeled it as ‘‘Purest Refined Belfast Lard.’’ 


The British Dockers’ Troubles. 

Lonpon, Feb. 27.—Three hundred union 
dockers have applied for work atthe Albert 
docks on the Shipping Federation terms. A 
number of the applications have been 
granted. The Federation has bDlacklisted 
forty of the Unionist leaders. The police to- 
day quelled a serious fight between Unionists 
and Federation men at the Tilbury docks. 

AT ABERDEEN. 

ABERDEEN, Feb. 27.—All the dock laborers 
at this port have struck. The struggle 
threatens to be a severe one. There was 
some rioting growing outofthestrike. The 
police charged the mob repeatedly, and a 
number of heads were broken. : 


Labor Matters in Germany. 


BERLIN, Feb. 27.—The Emperor has given 
evidence of his desire to establish arbitra- 
tion inlabor disputes by a personal order 
that all differences between the Government 
and working people employed by it shall be 
settlea in this way. Notwithstanding the 
resolution of the German Socialists that the 
first Sunday in May, and notthe ist of May, 
ought to be celebrated as labor’s holiday t 
year the workmen of Austria have deter- 
mined to adhere to the first day of May as the 
date. The majority of employers in Ger- 
many promised last year to allow the cele- 
bration of May Day by their hands.

‘Held for Murder.

Idofurther find that said William J. Elliott 
did not intend to shoot at, and kill and murder said 
Washington L. Hughes. And Ido also find that said 
Albert C, Osborn came to his death bya pistol-shot 
wound, the ball entering the left side of the chest 
and passing through the pulmonary artery at its 
junction with the heart and through the lung, and 
fired while held in the right hand of Patrick J. Elli- 
ott. Ido further find that said Patrick J. Elliott was 
aided and abetted in the killing of Albert C. Osborn 
by William J. Elliott. .

A Thrilling Tragedy.

THE TROUBLE IN bHILI. 


President Balmaceda Issues an Address 
Defending His Administration. 


Balmaceda was elected President of Chili in 
June, 1886, as the candidate of the Liberal 
party and succeede@ President Santa Maria, 
who, had been chosen by the Conservative 
wing of the same party four years before. 
The campaign in 1886, as in 1882, was a very 
bitter one and was marked by several riots, 
in which a number of people e killed, but 
Balmaceda was elected by a Marge majority 
and was peacefully inaugurated the following 
September. The principal issue at the elec-

tion was the 
marriage statute, the 
favoring and the Clerical party 
opposing civil marriages. A Congress 
in sympathy with Balmaceda onthis matter, 
was elected with him, and they seem to have 
gotten along very well together until a few 
months ago. Nowthereisa deadly enmity 
between President Balmaceda and the leaders 
of his own party in the Chilian Congress, 
each department, executive and legislative, 
claiming to be paramount tothe other. On 
the Ist of last January Balmaceda issued an 
address to the people of Chili setting forth his 
position in the contest. He says that at 
the beginning of 1891, he is at the head of the 
republic without an appropriation law or a 
renewal of the bill fixing the land and naval 
forces. Since 1883 all the presidents, with 
one exception, have at times governed the 
country under similar circumstances, yet 
nobody has called them tyrants or dictators 
for doing so. The Constitution invests the 
President with the necessary authority to 
maintain public order at home and 
provides for the safety of the nation 
abroad. Congress has no power 
to prevent him from doing his duty. 
‘*The powers of Congress over the execu- 
tive,’’ Balmaceda says, ‘‘are merely of criti- 
cism, censure and even impeachment and 
trialofthe ministers, during their time of 
service and six months afterward, and that 
of the President at the expiration of his term 
of office. These are the only arms which the 
fundamental law places in the hand of Con- 
gress to prevent and correct any abuses of 
the President and members of the Cabinet. 


But nobody could draw from them 
the absurd pretension, of stop- 
ping the e@urse “OD at-4 


fairs, suppress the standing. army and navy 
altogether andthe pubDlic administration in 
all its branches, ifthe President does not en- 
tirely abdicate the free choice of ministers 
and doesnot submitto the designs of the‘ 
legislative majority outside of their proper 
sphere of action.’’ 

Balmaceda defends his administration at 
length. He says thatthe coalition desired 
his resignation or else his submission to its 
power. It was determined to wreck the 
government. 


HOWARD DIES AT THE HOSPITAL. 


A Man Sentenced to Twenty Years in the 
Pen Succumbs to Dropsy. 


Thomas .Howard breathed his last on 
a cot at the City Hospital yesterday. 
In his death the ends of justice’ were 
defeated. On the 2th of October, 1887, 
Howard shot John Kelly, giving him a round 
from the effects of which he died the following 
day. Howard was the proprietor of a saloon 
at the corner of Broadway and Rutger street. 
Kelly was areguiar customer at the place, 
and on the day of the shooting made his ap- 
pearance considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Howard refused to 
serve him liquor and ordered 
him to go 3 out. Howard then 
played a game of cards with 
another customer, and for the sixth or 
seventh time told Kelly to go. This time 
Kelly walked out the. side door and 
started away. Howard followed him 
to the. street with a revolver 
in his hand, and as Kelly half turned to 


look back shot him in the abdomen. Kelly 
died the following day and How- 
ard owas indicted for murder in 
the ‘first degree. The case was 


continued for various reasons unfil April 8,- 
1889, when the defendant was found guilty of 
murder in the second degree and 
sentenced to serve twenty years ‘in 
the penitentiary. A determined effort was 
made by the attorneys to secure a new trial. 
The verdict was then appealed’. to 
the Supreme Court of Missourl, which 
a little more than a month ago affirmed the 
decision of the Criminal OGourt.

- THE HARVESTER TRUST. 


Judge Smith’s Decision Troubling the 
Members and Directors. 
BuFFALo, N. Y., Feb. 27.—A secret meeting 
of the National Harvester Co. is being held at 
the Iroquois Hotel here. It is 
surmised that. the conference is 
called to consider the advisability of 
dissolving the trust, which has become con- 
siderably embarrassed by its defeat in the 
action brought by the Clipper Chilled Plow 
Qo. of Elmira. As this action was the 
first against an incorporated trust it 
has attracted wide attention. According to the 
evidence in that case the Trust was_organ- 
ized much as other trusts are, by recourse to 
intimidation. The Clipper Chilled Plow Co. 
held out as long as it could and only when told 
that the Trust would make it impossible for 
it to do business joined the organiza- 
tion. When once inside, and having had 


‘about a* month’s experience, it decided to 


withdraw. The trust wanted to keep the 
Clipper company’s valuable patents. Judge 
Walter Lloyd Smith of LElmira, be- 
fore whom . the case was tried, 
declared the trust an illegal organization, 
and gave a decision favorable to the Clipper 
Co. The publicity given the case is exceed- 
ingly damaging ‘to the business intecest of 
the trust and its members.

The Crimipal Court room was comfortably 
filled this morning: with curious 

anxious to be first to hear the verdict of the 
jury in the case of Charles F. Vail, The heavy 
farm wagon belonging to thé McaAtees of Old 
Monroe, into which Mrs. Vailwas climbing 
when the pistol in her husband’s overcoat 
pocket was discharged, stood upon 
the stone flags of the Four Courts 
pavement beneath the windows ofthe Crimi- 
nal Court. The seats and wheels were justas 
the witnesses testified they were on the fatal 
morning at Old Monroe, One wheel was 
chained to the lamp post and acrowd of 
curious surrounded the wagon all morning. 
Many of those who gathered about it had 
heard portions of the testimony and volun, 


| teered their services as lecturers upon the 


case. One youth, strongin his belief in the 
murder theory, expressed himself as being 
doubtful of the sanity of any one who be- 
lieved in the théory of accident. ; 

**Look here,’’he said, ashe removed a dan- 
gerous looking revolver from his hip pocket 
and put it in the right side pocket of his biue 
chinchilla overcoat. ‘*That’s the way Vail 
jhad his gun. Now let me lift you into the 
wagon.’’ 

He turned toa young man at his left, but 
the latter demurred, and as the blue over- 
coated youth proceeded with his lecture the 
while flopping the right pocket of his over- 
coat against the wagon wheel in a reckless 
manner, the crowd scattered. He looked 
after them contemptuously, restored his 
**gun’’ to his hip pocket and left the scene. 

Mrs. Slatery, the Misses Lizzie and Pattie 
McAtee and two friends from St. Charles ar- 
rived in the court-room shortly before 10 
o’clock. They were objects of intense inter- 
est to the crowd, which nad by this time 
filled all the seats and portions of the aisles, 
Speculation was rifeas to the probable ver- 
dict of the jury. The rumors were 7 to 5 for 
acquittal, llto 1 for acquittal and the latest 
alleged tip was 10 to 2for acquittal. It was 
plain to be seen that acquittal was the verdic 
of the frequenters of the court. 


THE JURY HEARD FROM. 

About 10:45 the Judge suddenly ‘appeared 
upon the bench, and calling Marshall Mc- 
Donald of counsel for the defense to him 
showed him a piece of yellow paper, upon 
which was written a note from the jury tothe 
Judge. The jury asked for the overcoat, re- 
volvers, cartridges and false pockets, with 
which to make experiments. Deputy Sheriff 
Culkin haa brought the note down and stood 
waiting at the corner of the clerk’s desk. 

The Judge had written a reply tothe note 
in*-which he said that the coat was in Mr. Mc- 
Donald’s possession and he would see the 
latter. To thfs reply Mr. McDonald objected. 
He held that communications between the 
Judge and jury should be in open court. The 
Judge then reconsidered the reply and tore 
off what he had written. He retired to his 
own room to consider another reply 
and presently returned, g an arm- 
ful of books, through which he glanced 
nervously. Then he asked for counsel for the 
State. It was some moments before Nat OC. 
Dryden appeared. Mr. Dryden was listen- 
ing to congratulations on his speech of last 
evening. He wentuptothe bench and read 
the note from the jury. He objected to ex- 
periments being made. Mr. McDonald also 
held that the case had been closed and the 
jury should consider the evidence before it. 

The Judge returned to his books. The de- 
fendant’s father and brother had come into 
court and were sitting at the counsel table, 
The aisles were now crowded. There were 
few ladies in the audience, but several mem- 
bers of the demi monde. 

THE JURY BROUGHT IN. 

Deputy Culkin was instructed to bring the 
jury down, and the tired triers of the case 
trooped into court. The defendant was 
brought up from jail. Heentered the court- 
room with no evidence of emotion and seated 
himself in front of his brother. 

He eyed the jury as it entered with the same 
exhibition of interest the spectators showed. 
Nathan Forshaw, who, it has been said, has 
been in favor of conviction for 
some time, was shown to be 
the foreman of the jury. Juror Collins 
took a seat near Forshaw and taiked to him 
earnestly for some moments. They were evi- 
dently ofthesame mind. Then Mr. Collins 
tookgthe seat he had occupied during the 
trial,and Mr. Knappstaedt took the place 
next Forshaw. Jurors Frank and Ricketts 
held whispered conversations with Collins, 
and they also evidently agreed with Collins. 
The other jurors seemedto be of another 
party. They did not converse among them- 
selves, but there was evidently a fraternal 
feeling between them. 

The Court discovered that Stenographer 
Johnson was missing. He wassent for, and 
about five minutes after he arrived the Judge 
read the following to the jury: ‘‘The Court, 
in reply to the communication of 
the jury, says it will pass upon 
the request of the jury soon as the court can 
determine how far the request of the jury can 
be legally granted. The jury will retire and 
I will look up the law.’’ 

A wave of relief passed overthe audience 
and the jury retired. In half an hour, it was 
recalled, 

THE JUDGE’S DECISION. 

The Judge then read the following: 

‘*‘IThave received the following communi- 
cation in open court and in the presence of 
the defendant and his counsel: 

To the Honorable Judge of the St. Loujs Criminal 

Court: 

The jury would iike the defendant’s overcoat and 
revolvers, to inspect the same; four new pockets and 
also four balis and four blank cartridges. Signed for 
the jury, NATHAN FORSHAW, Foreman. 

‘*To this the court replies: The request to 
inspect the overcoat and the revolver of the 
defendant, produced in evidence, is granted.

**So ordered,’’ the Judge said, and the jury 
again retired. 

Mr. McDonald excepted to this ruling on 
the ground that the coat was wanted by the 
jury for the purpose of experiments, and the 
court had given to the jury some articles of 
evidence and withheld from it other articles 
of evidence for which it had asked. 

When the jury went out the defendant went 
back to jail for dinner. His brother accom- 
panied him into the cage, but presently came 
out and went away with his father. 

Mrs. Slatery and her friends went out of the 
court-room., The main body of the crowd 
followed them out, but about 150 persons re- 
mained in the court-room. Mr. Jerome Mc- 
Atee, uncle of Mrs. Vail, remained a short 
time and then joined his sister, Mrs. Slatery, 
outside. The space within the bar was then 
only occupied by reporters. 

The jury had a hard time of it deciding 
what to do when it was told of the ‘‘ambigu- 
ity’’ in its communication. Juror Collins was

much chagrined as was also Juror Forshaw 
when the Court told them they could not 
make experiments. On the retirement of the 
jury tothe small room off the court room 
and adjoining the cage the following commu- 
nication was drawn up: aL aS 

To the Honorable Court. 

As we cannot have the new pockets, the 
and revolver will be sufficient. 

There was an argument over this, a portion 
of the jury being opposed to giving up tiie 
pockets, and believing the torn pockets in 
evidence would answer. The note was torn 
up during the argument, and later it was de- 
cided to rewrite it. The result was presented 
to the court. 

After Vail returned to the jail his brother 
went down tothe office of the attorneys for 
It wasl 
o’clock when he returned to the court room 
with it. After Mr. McDonald had examined 
it he gave it to Deputy Culkin, who took it to 
the jury-room, The revolver had been given 
Mr. Culkin some time before, and this he also 


'turned overtothe jury. The jury was not 


ready to return a verdict and was taken out 
to dinner. 


_ PROF. LIEBREICH’S DISCOVERY. 


The New Method of Treating Tuberculosis 
Fully Described. 


BERLIN, Feb. 27.—Prof. Liebreich, at the 
meeting of the Berlin Medical Society at 
which he described his new method of treat- 
ing tuberculosis by injections under the skin 
of a solution of cantharidate of potash, 
already referred to in yesterday’s dispatches, 
dwelt on the fact that there was no pain or 
subsidiary disturbing effect and that the im- 
provement was remarkable and rapid. Large 
doses, said the Professor, irritated the kid- 
neys slightly, but not alarmingly. 

Dr. Hermann upon the same occasion spoke 
in praise of the harmless nature of the new 
remedy, saying that its effects were easily 
borne by the patients who had been subjected 
to its influence, . 

Dr. Frankel also spoke at the meeting and 
referred to the new remedy’s effect. He said 
that it had been noticed that the bacilli were 
thinner and decreasing in number after in- 
jection. 

Dr: Guttman described a case of tubercu- 
losis which was accompanied by inflamma- 
tion of the eyes, and which was notably im- 
proving under the new remedy. 

Finally, Prof. Liebreich, replying to the 
criticisms which have been made upon the 
new system of inoculation, made a statement 
in which he said it was not a specific against 

tuberculosis, but he claimed that it acted 
upon all the diseased tissues having reduced 
power of resistance by producing serious 
transudation. The Professor detailed the 
prescription for the preparation of the new. 
solution as follows: Two-tenths ofa gramme 
of.cartharidine; tour-tenths of a gramme of 
hydrate of potash, or three-tenths of a 
gramme of hydrate of natron. These ingredi- 
ents, says Prof. Liebreich, ought to 
be weighed exactly in a 1,000 cubic centi- 
meter alembic, should be diluted with @ 
cubic centimeters of water and then warmed 
ina water bath untila clear solution is ob- 
tained. While the warmth is maintained 
water should be gradually added until ft 
reaches a mark when the solution becomes 
cold, Cold water should be added until the 
whole amounts to exactly one litre, .

Blanc was given as an authority for the state- 
ment that there are twenty-five fully devel- 
oped cases roaming unrestrained through the 
streets and mingling with pedestrians at will. 
The city has no hospital for the care of these 
unfortunate people, and the danger attend- 
ant from allowing persons afflicted with this 
loathsome disease was brought forcibly to 
the committee's attention and a demand made 
that suitable action be at once taken to pro-

Engineer Robert E. Peary of the Navy 


Organizes an Expedition. a

ONLY A FEW NATIVES AND DOGS TO AC- 
COMPANY THE EXPLORERS. 


The Enterprise a Purely Private Under-' 
taking—May 1 Next the Date Set for 
Starting—A Simple Affair as Compared 
With Previous Expeditions—A Talk 


WASHINGTON, D. ©0., Feb. 27.—The new. 
polar expedition is on foot. It will be under- 
taken. by Civil Engineer Robert E. Peary, 
United States Navy, who yesterday secured 
leave of absence for eighteen months, with 
this object in view, from the Navy Depart- 
ment. Mr. Peary proposes to staft on his ex-: 
pedition from st. Johns, Newfoundland, 
about the ist of next May. His idea is to go 
as far North asa whaling steamer will carry 
him and then strike for the North Pole on 
foot across Greenland. He expects the 
steamer will carry him toa point somewhere 
about Whale Sound, which is just below the 


entrance to Smith’s Sound, on the 
west coast of Greenland. On 
arriving there Mr. Peary will make 


preparations for his long journey across 
country. He intends to have as small an ac- 
companying party as is consistent with abso- 
lute necessity. Possibly it may be composed 
of not more than four or five natives, and the 
baggage and other impediments will be re- 
duced to the lowest scale also. This new 
aspirant for scientific laurels is not entirely 
without experience in traveling in Northern 
latitudes. Twoyears ago, with this plan for 
reaching the pole in his mind,he was granted 
six months’ leave of absence and made an ex- 
tensive exploration of the interior of Green- 
land, accompanied by a few natives and 
dogs, in order to ascertain the conditions 
there existing of climate, topography ,transit 
facilities and food supply. The results 
of this expedition were of a na- 
ture to encourage him in the belief 
that his scheme for traveling over 
land to the North Pole was quite feasible, and 
since his return he has been quietly getting 
ready for his finalimportant attempt. It ts 
not Known, of course, by Mr. Peary or by 
anybody else, whether the North Pole is on 
land or under water. Inthe latter case Mr. 
Peary would be unable to reach it under the 
conditions of his pending enterprise, evenif 
he succeeded in overcoming all other inter- 
vening obstacles. But it is known that Green- 

d and the adjacent lands stretch up north- 
ward, at least as far as latitude 83 degrees 22 
minutes, for that was reached by Lieut, 
Lockwood of the Greely expedition, and it is 
Mr. Peary’s intention to reach a higher de-, 
gree of latitude than this, even if he does not, 
succeed in attalning to the coveted and mys- 
terious point where there is no longitude. 

A PRIVATE ENTERPRISE. 

The expedition which has been thus. 
planned and arranged by Mr. Peary is a 
purely private enterprise, in which -the 
United States Navy has no part. It is under- 
stood that Whatever backing, financial or 


,@therwise, Mr. Peary will need tn -order to 


carry out his scheme will be guaranteed ta 
him by some of the geographical societies of 
this country. As outlined and explained by. 
the explorer himself the undertaking, it will. 
be seen, will be a simple affair in comparison 
with previous enterprises of the sort and 
will require only a small outlay of money. In 
fact it will be in the nature of a agg o 
me 


trip by a small party of 
differing in degree only from 
trips of that kind which are’ 


frequently undertaken by pleasure seekers tn 
Norway and the high Alps and other desolate 
and dangerous localities. The United States 
will, of course, have a certain interest in the’ 
enterprise, however, inasmuch as it is un- 
dertaken by one of its citizensand an officer 
of its navy, and furthermore, becauseif suc- 
cessful it will redound to the honor and glory 
of the Republic. Itis also to be noticed by 
starting on his venturesome tramp this year 
Mr. Peary has a good chance to get ahead of 
the expedition of the Canadian, Nansen, 
which is being fitted out to start in 1892. 
Nansen’s plan is to follow the Jeannette 
route, but to set out with the express tinten- 
tion of getting frozen in and then expect- 
ing to drift. on toward the pole 
with the subsequent thaw. Personally Mr. 
Peary is a robust, hearty manof 85 yearsor 
thereabouts, and he is physically well 
equipped for the ordeal before him. * He hatis 
from Maine, from which State he was ap- 
pointed to the navy, and thus he may be pre- 
sumed to inherit considerable cold defying 
vigor from his ancestors. He is on duty at 
the Leaguesland Navy Yard, in his capacity 
as civil engineer.

main Unbroken Until Tuesday. 

SPEAKER CRAFTS REFUSES TO NAME THE. 
STANDING COMMITTEES. 


No Ballot Cast To-Day—The Redistricting 
in Arkansas—Failure of the Bribery 
Charges in the Washington Assembly— 
The Impeachment of Judge Botkin— 
Political News. 


SPRINGFIELD,, Ill., Feb. 27.—The Republi- 
cans are still demanding a postponement of 
balloting, because they now have the F. M. 
B. A. men apparently hoodwinked, But both 
sides are already more or less sick of their 
bargain. The farmers kept their agreement 
yesterday and broke the quorum. After 
Speaker Crafts ruled, yesterday, that quorum 
or no quorum the members present could go 
on casting as many ballots as they wanted 
the Republicens and F. M. B.A. men left 
the Assembly room, Lieut.-Gov. Ray mak- 
ing a statement before going up- 
holding the action of the Republicans, This 
action to bring about delay by Republicans 
givesan insight into their present policy. 
They openly assert that nothing further will 
be done with the Senatorial question until 
mext Tuesday, at least, as the F, M. B.A. 
men have agreed with the Republicans that 
they will not vote until the full membership 
of the latters’ party is present. The Repub- 
licans are talking seriously of appealing from 
the rulings of Speaker Crafts, hoping to 
carry their point with the aid of the farm- 
ers. Some of the more conservative Re- 
publicans, however, advise a postponement 
of this action until next week, when it is 
hoped that Senator Matthews of Champaign 
County will be here, No definite policy has 
been agreed upon. Another scheme, based 
on the appeal from the Speaker’s ruling, is 
the fact that the Republicans intend to go 
over tothe Senate chamber, hold a session 
under the President and elect a Senator, 
leaving the Democrats completely out of con- 
gideration. Pairs are being made on all 
sides, and just after the adjourning of the 
joint Assembly to-morrow there will be a 
great exodus from the city. While the Demo- 
crats are disposed to push the fight, they 
realize that it is useless to contend against 
such a strong combination as exists against 
oat the two entire hours of the House 
session this morning was wastedin the dis- 
cussion of a motion to postpone the consid- 
eration of the Senate bill which reduces the 
rate of interest to 6 per cent, which was 
finally postponed one week. The Democrats 
were ready and anxious to consider 
the bill, but the Republicans were obstinate 
and advised referring the bill to a commit- 
tee, continuing their effort to force Speaker 
Crafts to make the appointments of the 
standing committees. On Wednesday the 
Republicans signed a petition which the 
Steering Committee presented tothe Speaker, 
‘asking the immediate naming of the 
Committees.

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AMERICAN CIGARETTE TRUST. 


Gradually Coming West and Buying Up 
the Plug Tobacco- Works. 

A telegram from Louisville, Ky., states 
that the National Tobacco Co.’s works of that 
city have been bought by the American To- 
bacco Co., incorporated in New Jersey, but 
whose headquarters are in New York City, 
and according to the same telegram a big plug 
tobacco factory of St. Louis is soon to be 
swallowed up by the American company. 
Inquiry among the tobacco factories of this 
city this morning developed the fact that the 
first portion of the telegram was true, but 
that there was no good foundation whatever 
for the report that a St. Louis tobacco com- 
pany was about to sell.out to the American 
company or to any other trust or company. 

**We received a proposition from the Amer- 
ican Company several years ago,’’ said the 
gentleman in charge of the Drummond works, 
*“but nothing resulted from it. There was no 
price specified, for it didn’t get that far. We 
gave the American company to understand 
plainly at the outset that we didn’t wish to 
Sell, and that was the last of it. I don’tthink 
any other 8t. Louis tobacco company was ap- 
proached in this matter; in fact, I am pretty 
sure of it, andI don’t believe now that any 
company here is thinking of selling out to the 
American company.’’ 

Col. J. G. Butler of Jas. G, Butler & Co. 
was reported at home sick, but the gentlemen 
at the office were certain that their company 
was not the one meant in the telegram, and 
they didn’t believe that any other company 
in St. Louis had sold or was going to Sell out 
to the American company. It was just such 
another story as had been started and cir- 
culated several times before. Sometimes it 
was a New York company that was going to 
buy up all the 8t. Louis works and then it 
was an English syndicate. The biggest story 
of the kind, and which had been made out of 
whole cloth, was the one circulated several 
years ago that an English syndicate had 
offered the Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co. §9,- 
000,000 for their works. 

Col. Nick Bell of the Peper Tobacgo Co. 
took no stock in the report. His company had 
not been in communication with the Amert- 
can Co, and he didn’t beliave that any other 
St. Louls company had been with the view of 
selling out. 

Mr. Dan Catlin spoke inthe same way, as 
did also Miller and Worley, while at Liggett & 
Myers’ everybody laughed atthe idea. The 
report must have been started, they thought, 
by some _ sensational reporter. Every 
company visited had received a 
circular letter from the National 
Tobacco Co. of Louisville that they had sold 
out tothe American Co. The National is bet- 
ter known byits old firm nameof Pfingst, 
Doerhooefer & Co., and asit only recently en- 
tered the Manufacturers’ Association, along 
with three other big factories of Louisville, 
this last dealis supposed by some to mean 
that the National Co. will soon have control of 
allthe big Louisville works, but that opinion 
is not entertained here. The American Co. 
does an enormous cigarette business, con- 
trolling the Kimball works, the Kinney 
Brothers, and those of Allen Ginter, as well 
as several other Eastern and Southern 
factories, and as the National works at Loulis- 
ville are a plug tobacco factory, it looks as if 
the American. Co. were going to enter the 
plug tobacco fleld also. The Louisville con- 
cern is the first plantthey have bought west 
of the Alleghenies.

A SECOND CRUSADE. 
Dr. Carradine Opposes Entertainments 
in the Church. 


HE ATTACKS THE ONE GIVEN IN DRE. 
MATTHEWS’ CHURCH LAST NIGHT. 


Centenary’s Pastor Again Stirs Up the 
Methodists by a Bold Stand Upon the 
Question of Giving “‘Shows’’ in Con- 
nection With the Church—What Dr. 
Matthews Has to Say. 


Dr. Carradine of the Centenary M. E. 
Church, at Sixteenth and Pine streets, has 
begun another crusade. It is against church 
sociables and entertainments of whatever 
character, Wednesday evening at prayer- 
meeting Dr. Carradine, before a 
large audience, made quite lengthy re- 
marks opposing such customs because they 
were contrary to his beliefs of what Chris- 
tians should do. There was nothing particu- 
larly interesting in this, asthe doctor was 
known to be opposed to all sociables and en- 
tertainments as money-making schemes, 
But the large audience was all agog when he 
said: 

**There is one of our churches in this city 
which is advertising a phantasma, with a 
matinee on Saturday. This is theatrical if it 
is anything. Itis worldly, unchristian and, 
most important, unmethodistic.I am opposed 
toall such practices, because ‘they have no 
authorization in the Bible. This circular 
reads like a common show bill, yet itis ad- 
vertising an entertainment in a Meth- 
odist Church and with the purpose to make 
money. The name does not matter—it is the 
principle which is at stake. Let me read to 
you this flaming, bombastic advertisement.’’ 

READS THE CIRCULAR. 

Announcement extraordinary! Thursday and Fri- 
day evening and Saturday matinee, Feb. 26, 27, and 
28, Prof. John W. Sherman’s wonderful Phantas- 
ma, under the auspices of the ladies of St. John’s M. 
E, Chureh South, Twenty-ninth ana Locust streets, 
a novel. unique and elegant entertainment, which 
has met with phenomenal success, and won the un- 
qualified indorsemeut of pulpit, press and public in 
San Franciseo, Denver and Kansas.

THE SORCERER AND THE RICH MAN. 

‘*This isa case ofthe rich man who would 
not give the necessary money,’’ said the doc- 
tor, ‘‘and calls in Simon the Sorcerer to 
raise it for him. It is the old, old 
story—trying to make outsiders contri- 
bute to the church when the members alone 
should give to God, and with a willing heart. 
Would not this circular makea pretty show- 
ing placed in the Bible! There can be but one 
answer—it would be out of place. But here 
this entertainment is advertised under the 
auspices ofan organized, wealthy Methodist 
Church,’’ 

Among Methodists these remarks have 
attracted undivided attention, and, in fact, 
they are often heard spoken of onthe street. 
The members of St. John’s Church were rep- 
resented as being very angry at the remarks 
of the fearless preachef, the echo of 
whose crusade against the secret. so- 
cieties has hardly died away ere he again 
comes to the front and boldly attacks the 
popular church sociable and entertainment. 
The particular ground which Dr. Carradine 
assumed in making his remarks Wednesday 
evening is one much disputed even in his own 
chureh, and, therefore, will create a deep in- 
terest among those who have made a study of 
the subject. 

; MEANT WHAT HE SAID. 

Dr. Carradiie was found in the study of his 
church this morning, and qtestioned in re- 
gard to what he had said. He corroborated 
what is given above, and said further that he 
spoke upon the subject from firm conviction, 
and not through any ulterior or personal mo- 
tive. 

‘*As I said Wednesday evening,’’ he began, 
**Tam opposed tochurch entertainments be- 
cause they are unchristian, worldly and con- 
trary to the doctrines of our church. 
I believe in Methodism as taught by 
our forefathers, and can stand 
the imputation of being narrow-minded. 
Itis the principle involved, and I did not 
censure §t. John’s as a church. It is the 
practice which is wrong. In New Orleans I 
waged this same war, and withthe Lord’s 
help I hope to be just as_ successful in 
St. Louis. since that time I have 
discovered many new reasons for my oppo- 
sition to such entertainments, and will in a 
sermon, the date of which I will announce 
Sunday morning, preach a sermon on 
the subject, to which I invite all 
those who are in the habit of 
encouraging theseaffairs. It is not what this 
church has done or may do, has needed or 
does need, but it is a cardinal principle in my 
belief of true religion. I make no pretensions 
to criticise particular organizations or men, 
but Ido believe that church entertainments 
are hurtful to religion in every way, The 
reasons for this will be given in my future 
sermon,’’ 

NOT PERSONAL. 

‘*But will not your remarks be construed as 
personal, especially thosein relation to the 
rich man and Simon the Sorcerer?’’ 

‘*‘They may, but if they are they will not be 
understood inthe spiritin which they were 
uttered. It would have made no difference 
tome what church it was. that may have 
been giving this ‘fantasma.’ I am not fight- 
ing sister churches, and I want this ¢is- 
tinctly understood, It is the principle in- 
volved for which I intend to make the fight. 
I have already written and talked on the 
subject much, and think I am thoroughly 
prepared to uphold the doctrines which 
have heretofore been advanced and will here- 
after be brought forward, Whileitisa sub- 
ject that has received much attention, it is 
one ,nevertheless,that is not fully understood. 
People consider only the outside glamour and 
not the interior effects of such practices. 
They are harmful for more reasons than one, 
and furthermore are contrary to the doctrines 
of the church,’’ 

‘*Would you give in detail some of your 
reasons for opposing church entertain- 
ments?’’ 

**Gladly, only that it would be forecasting 
what will be said in my sermon on the sub- 
ject. It isa great question and it will be 
hara to uproot the practice, which has grown 
deep into the very natures of a great many 
people. But I have opened the fight and in- 
tend to carry it through tothe end, whether 
I meet with success or defeat.’’

The doctor expressed 
his views on the subject of church entertain- 
ments very fully, saying, however, that 
he did not wish to enter into a 
controversy with Dr. Oarradine, or say one 
word that would antagonize his many friends 
of Centenary. He, however, said that he did 
attend the ‘‘Phantasma’’ last night and saw 
nothing in it to be condemned. 

‘*It is my opinion,’ said Mr, Mathews, ‘‘that 
every person has a perfect right to hisor her 
individual views on any subject whatever, but 
I do not think it is always well to make these 
views public. I attended the ‘‘Phan- 
tasma’’ last night to see what it 
was like, and I found nothing 
that was deserving of cerisure. But if Brother 
Carradine thinks otherwise, well and good. 
Itisnot forme tosay whether he shall or 
shallnot preach. The claim that his attack 
upon religious entertainments was directed 
especially against my church, makes 
no difference in my» attitude. The af- 
fair has occurred in St. John’s Church, 
and Dr. Carradine has a _ perfect right 
to criticise anything and anybody he may see 
fit. The Phantasma was given under the 
auspices of the ladies’ societies of this church. 
They need certain amounts of money, 
part of which is always raised 
by sewing and other kinds of work 
which they may do, and thisis for the same 
purpose. Some poor fellow, who is despond- 
ent, poverty-stricken and even hungry, will 
very likely derive the benefit. This church 
has no poor of its own, and all collections for 
the purpose gotorelieve persons outside of 
the church’s jurisdiction.’’ 

SEVERAL MEMBERS ANGRY. 

Several members of St. John’s donot take 
Dr. Carradine’s remarks in the same spirit 
that Dr. Mathews does, ahd are more than 
luke-warm Over what they term an unwar- 
ranted attack upon their church, Com- 
paring them tothe rich men and Simon, the 
Sorcerer, is the point on which several 
gentlemen were not slow to express them- 
selves. 

‘If I remember aright,’’. said one of them, 
‘*Dr. Carradine not long since devoted quite 
a portion of a sermon to meddlers. I believe 
that he could have found some other subject 
on which he could have talked with 
more satisfaction to himself and profit 
to his listeners. I believe in church 
entertainments because of the social gather- 
ings, harmless in nature and effect. I there- 
fore hope Dr. Carradine will reconsider his 
decision to preach upon the subject. It will 
only raise confusion and engender hard feel- 
ing in my opinion, and the sooner dropped 
the better it will be for all concerned.’’

AT WORK IN ST. LOUIS. | 


THE AUXILIARY ORGANIZATION OF THE 
NATIONAL FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


What National Lecturer Paine is Doing in 
the City—One Lodge Already Organized 
—A Secret Oath-Bound Political Organi- 
zation and Its Objects. e 


The Citizens’ Industrial Alliance, an organ- 
ization which sprang into existance in Kansas 
just before the opening of the fall campaign 
to work as an auxiliary to the Farmers’ 
Alliance, has an agent quietly and actively at 
work in this city organizing subordinate 
lodges. Thus far one lodge has been organ- 
ized and ©. A. Power who represents the 
Alliance said to-day there would be others 
formed before long. Mr. Power came here 
several days ago from Terre Haute, Ind., and 
began consulting at once with representa- 
tives of Labor Unions. Hehad a quantity of 
circulars showing the aims and ob- 
jects of the Alliance. He is one 
of the national lecturers and . 0or- 
ganizers and is now making a tour for the 
purpose of spreading the membership and 
influence of the organization. The frst 
union organizedin thiscity is composed of 
Trades Unions chiefly, and its initial meeting 
was helda few evenings since at Central 
Turner Hall. Mr. Power is now at work try- 
ing to complete arrangements to deliver a 
public lecture Sunday afternoon at the same 
hall, 

AIMS OF THE ORGANIZATION, 

Mr. Power was seen this morning by a 
PoOsT-DIsPATCH reporter and questioned con- 
cerning the Union in this city. He replied 
that he was not at liberty to mention the 
names of the officers, ‘‘Our organization isa 
secret one,’’ he said, ‘‘asit needs must be. 
The only way to get organized is by quiet, 
effective work. If the men in this local lodge 
became known influences would be 
brought to bear to get them 
out of it. The Citizens’ Industrial Alliance is 
a political organization and it proposes to 
take a very active hand in the campaign of 
1892. On going into this organization its 
members renounce further allegiince to the 
old parties, and if the names of the local 
leaders became known they would be rasped 
for abandoning thé faith of the old politi- 
cal organizations. Now let me tell you 
something about the history of our alliance. 
It was organized early in the campaign last 
yearin Kansas as an auxiliary to the Far- 
mers’ Alliance for work in the cities and 
towns of that State. The work of organiza- 
tion was pushed rapidly, and asa result it 
polied fully 30,000 votes for the alliance can- 
didates. It spread tg Iowa and gradually to 
four other States. At the convention 
held at Topeka from the 13th to the lith of 
last month, six States were represented by 
200 delegates, and the reports showed that 
there were over eleven hundred subordinate 
lodges. Since that meeting the work of 
organization has been prosecuted in other 
States and it now has a foothold in 
nineteen. We agreed at the Topeka meeting 
to hold a National conference at Cincin- 
nati May 19 of this year and we expect great 
results from that meeting. Then we 
will’ put up a platform that 
will commend itself to the 
Masses of people who are suffering from the 
present financial and other conditions and 
there will be set the music to which 
thousands on thousands of voters 
will march at the election of 1892.. Our pres- 
ent platform is that which was adopted by 
the Alliance and Farmers’ & Laborers’ Union 
Convention held in St, Louis in December, 
1889. That will be changed, however. 

‘*‘Will your organization act with the 
Farmers’ Alliance in 1892?’’ he was asked. 

OPPOSED TO FUSIONS. 

**Yes, we will act with the Alliances, but 
there must be no fusion with either of the 
older parties. We must proceed independent 
of their workings. Past experiences go to 
show that the reform movements fail 
in their purpose when they coalesce 
with either the Democrats or Re- 
publicans. Wwe expect and have 
every reason to believe that there will be a 
political upheaval in 1892 that will take away 
the breath of the old political machines. We 
have nothing to expect from them and there 
is no reason why the great masses of the 
people should lohger subordinate their 
independance and best interests to 
them, simply because they have 
been Republicans or Democrats. The days df 
bind party faith are numbered and people 
are beginning to see through the darkness 
that has so long obscured their vision. Like 
many of my friends in the Alliance I, too, was 
for years a follower of one of the 
older parties. I was a Republican 
and ten*or twelve years ago I changed my 
opinions on the financial question and felt 
myself no longer bound to the party of my 
former choice. Four years agol took an act- 
ive part in an independent reform move- 
ment in Indiana, and at the last National 
election I voted for Harrison because I 
did not like OCleveland’s course. I expected 
little from Harrison and I have not been 4is- 
appointed. The promised relief to the peo- 
ple has not materialized and itis not likely 
thatit willunder the Harrisonian dynasty. 
Another good our Alliance hopesto accom- 
plish is to remove the prejudice that 
exists between the farmers and the 
city people in 50 much as 
our organization proposes to act with the 
farmers in their demand for necessary re- 
forms. Like the Farmers’ Alliance, we admit 
the wives of members as well as their sons 
and daughters over 18 years ofage. The work 
has been most gratifying, and substantial re- 
sults can be looked for in 1892.’’ 

THE ALLIANCE OFFICERS. 

The Industrial Alliance at present has its 
headquarters in Kansas. The officers are T. 
W. Gilruth of Kansas City, President; Noah 
Allen, Wichita, Kan., Vice-President; W. F. 
Rightmire, Topeka, Secretary, and H. C. 
Vrooman, Independence, Kan.; C. 0, Fee, 
Leavenworth; John H. Rice, Fort Scott; 0. 
H. Drinkwater, Oedar Point, Kan., and G. H. 
FliStham, Topeka, comprising the Executive 
Board of Trustees.

HER FEARFUL REFUGE. 


YOUNG MRS. AMELIA MORRIS ENDS AN 
UNHAPPY LIFE. 


She Fires a Bullet Through Her Breast and 
Dies With Her Sister’s Arms Around 
Her—Matrimonial Troubles and Ill- 
Health the Cause. 


Shortly before 6 o’clock last evening 20- 
year-old Amelia Morris placed a revolver to 
her breast, pulled the trigger and sent a ball 
crashing through her body. Medical aid was 
summoned at once, but in less than five min- 
utes the young woman was dead. Domestic 
difficulties and ill health had driven her to 


the desperate deed. 

The deceased was a married woman. Two 
years ago,as Amelia Farrow, she wedded 
George Morris, a traveling sales- 
man. Her married life was anything 
but a happy one, and in less thana year a 
separation took place. Mrs, Morris then 
went intothe Circuit Court and obtaineda 
divorce. Morris disappeared and the young 
woman has since made her home with her 
parents at 109 South Fifteenth street. 

A DELIBERATE SUICIDE. 

It was in this house that she ended her ex- 
istence. For several weeks she has been in 
the most miserable health, and brooded over 
her unhappy life. She often expressed a 
desire to die, but was never heard to even 
intimate that she contemplated self-de- 
struction. All day yesterday she was moody 
and dispirited. About5:400’clock she went 
to her room, which is in the middle 
on the second floor. Her sister, Nora 
Farrow, wasin the apartment, engaged on 
some sewing. The deceased walked to the 
dresser, opened a drawer and fumbled foran 
instant among the.articles there Kept. Sud- 
denly she turned with a revolver in her right 
hand. Her sister saw the weapon, and with 
a scream of fear sprang forward and threw 
her arms about the rash woman’sbody. She 
was just an instant too late. A sharp report 
rang out and Amelia Morris sank senseless on 
the carpeted floor. 

A PITIFUL SIGHT. 

The entire house was in a commotion on the 
ment. The sister fellin convulsions on a 
chair. The mother rushed from an adjoining 
room and swooned on the dead body at sight 
of the tell-tale blood. The father and brother 
dashed up from the lower floor, and while the 
father ran for Dr. Crusius the son busied 
himself in the endeavor to restore his mother 
to ‘consciousness. Dr. Crusius, on his 
arrival, saw ata glance that nothing could 
be done for Mrs. Morris. The ball from a 38- 
caliber American Bull Dog revolver, had 
entered her left breast, a lHttle to the 

right, of the heart, had 
entirely through the body, emerging below 
the left shoulder-blade and lodging in a 
wardrobe which stood. agrinst the wall on 
the opposite side of the room, Mrs. Farrow 
was soon brought to life, but Miss 
Nora has been in intermittent con- 
vulsions ever since the fearful tragedy. 
No report of the affair was. made to the po- 
lice. When Officer McDonnell accidentally 
learned of the suicide to-day, the parents ex- 
plained that they thought Dr. Crusius could 
certificate ~.

Bernardino and Barstow. 


CAJON PASS DAMAGED AND TRAINS UN- 
ABLE TO GET THROUGH. 


The People at Yuma, Ariz., Take to the 
Hills—Efforts to Resume Traffic on the 
Santa | Fe—Further News From Tia- 
juana—The Floods in the East—Damage 
Inflicted. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 27.—There is no 
change in the general situation in this 
vicinity, except that every minute has been 
utilized by the railroad people in getting 
tracks in shape. The first train for San Fran- 
cisco will probably leave to-day at 1 o’clock. 
The situation South is much worse, and it will 
probably be Saturday or Sunday before the 
line to Yuma is opened. Santa Fe ts still 
badly blocked. The track in the canon is cov- 
ered with dirt, and it will be some days be- 
fore it can be cleared. But little is known of 
the status of affairs east of San Bernardino. 
One or two trains are some- 
where between that place and Barstow 
but at what point isnot Known. Some days 
must yet elapse before the coast line to San 
Diego will be in passable condition. Local 
trains are now running. No further reports 
of loss of life have been received, and it is 
believed that no more have occurred besides 
the four heretofore reported. The loss to 
property is not so heavy asat first antici- 
pated, but is nevertheless considerable. Re- 
ports from Yuma are very discouraging. 
Committees of the Board of Trade and 
chamber are now getting up subscriptions 
for that place. There is no suffering in this 
section so far as reported, as a result of the 


floods. 
MORE RAIN. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 27.—Another rain 
storm is reported in Oregon and Northern 
California, which is rapidly extending to. the 
south. Rivers arealready high in Northern 
California, and it is feared much damage will 
result if the rain continues. The farmers 
who had feared a dry season have had all the 
rain they wanted and now wish it to stop. 

AT YUMA. 

Yuma, Ariz., Feb. 27.—Water is running 
over the piers of the bridge. The river 
is still rising. The people have abandoned all 
their houses and gone to the hills. The tele- 
graph office is now operated from the South- 
ern Pacific Hotel, which stands on a high 


point. 
CAJON PASS. 

San BERNARDINO, Cal., Feb. 27.—Additional 
particulars regarding the damages by the 
storm continue to bereceived. Cajon Pass 
was badly damaged, and it will be some time 
before trains can get through. The railroad 
company are trying to release the storm- 
bound passengers from the trains caught be- 
tween the pass and Barstow. The railroad 
bridge is washed away, but the bridge over 
Mojave, near the pass, is still safe, The 
wagon bridges at Rincon, Auburndale and 
Riverside, across the Santa Ana River, have 
all been swept away by the floods. The pipe 
line in Santa Ana Oanon, furnishing water 
to Redland Heights, is vadly washed. This 
city has received no mail from any quarter 
since last Sunday. Every bridge in thecounty 
this side the mountains, except the Santa Fe 
bridge between this city und Redland, has 
been either badly damaged or washed out. 
The repairs are being made as rapidly as pos- 
sible. and trains will be running again pretty 
generally in a day or two. 

THE FLOOD AT TIANJUANA. 

Saw Dreco, Cal., Feb. 27.—Several deaths 
have resulted fromthe floodat Tiajuana. A 
Mexican was drowned while attempting to 
assist others. William F. Scribner,a drug- 
gist, was swept away in his store by the 
fiood. In Tiajuana there is not a building 
left standing on its foundations. The Russ 
House is the only building not completely 
wrecked, afd that is badly damaged, The 
main current of the Tiajuana River now runs 
through thetown. The valley is completely 
swept of fencing, wind-mills, etc. A number 
of cattle, hogs and horses are known to have 
perished. There has been no communication 
with the Mexican side yet, and it is impossible 
totell the damage or the number cf lives 
lost. 

A message from Descanso states that thirty- 
three inches of rain had fallen within sixty 
hours at Stonewall and Guyamaca Dam, the 
heaviest rainfall ever known in that section, 
a veritable cloud-burst. 

TRAIN SERVICE IN BAD CONDITION. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The freshet in the 
Hudson River receded about a foot during the 
night. The gorge at Stuyvesant, which 

welled the river from shore to shore, is two 

d one-half milesin extent and shows no 
of giving way. The fiood is passing to 

east through Schodack Creek. The train 

~ ce on the Central Hudson Railroad is 
stul in bad condition., Several trains were 
abandoned during the morning, nothing but 
the express and limited being sentout. All 
passengers are taken onthese., Trains from 
New York come by way of the Harlem and 
are from three to four hours behind time. In- 
coming Western trains still use the West 
Shore track andare laterthan those from 


both. 
THE MOHAWK RIVER, 

UTIcA, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The Mohawk River 
reached a point yesterday higher than it has 
been since 1865. Itis now falling fast, how- 
ever, andthe great danger is passed. Part 
of the New York Central Railroad was under 
water and a great many telegraph wires were 
down. The greatest trouble has been caused 
by ice deposited on the railroad tracks by the 


flood. 
DAMAGE AT GALENA, ILL. 

GALENA, Ill., Feb. 27.—The sudden thaw 
and the resulting high water has done a good 
deal of damage here. The big flour mill on 
Apple River and the woolen mill near it have 
both been shut dowa, leaving about two hun- 
dred men idle. 

SMALL DAMAGE. 

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The flood in 
this city abated as rapidly as it came and to- 
day huge cakes of ice lying in the streets are 
the only reminders of yesterday’s inunda- 
tion. The flats below the city are, however, 
still flooded; and the immense plant of the 
Edison General Electric Co. is surrounded by 
water. The river above the city is choked up 
with ice, and it is feared there will be more 
high water when it moves out, The damage

A NORTHWEST GALE. 


IT DOES CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE IN AND 
AROUND JACKSONVILLE, FLA. 


Many Houses Wrecked—A Discovery Con- 
cerning the Spring Hill Mine Disaster— 
Killed by a Hand-Oar—OCasualties of a 
Day 7 


JACKSONVILLE, Fila., Feb. 27.—About 8 
o’clock yesterday morning the fresh westerly 
wind which had been blowiag since morning, 
suddenly changed to the northward, and 
soon a genuine northwesterly gale, 
the severest since 1872, and at 8 p. m. it 
reached a velocity of fifty-six miles per 
hour. Afterthat it subsided gradually and 
at night was comparatively calm, Consider- 
able damage is reported in all parts of 
the city. The front of the st. 
James stables on Hogan street was 
blown completely out and fell into the street, 
obstructing travel foratime. Not far from 
there a Greecy wagon, with driver and con- 
tents, was overturned and blown a distance 
of forty feet. About sixty feet of the ware- 
house roof on the Olyde pier was lifted off 
and demolished. A hole, 15x45 feet, was 
blown in the sub-tropical building. Three 
houses in the suburbs were wrecked. Tele- 
phone and telegraph wires are down, vanes 
blown from steeples and many oak trees 
were uprooted. No lives were lost and no 
injury to persons reported. 


The Spring Hill Disaster. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Feb. 27.—Inspector 
of Mines,Gilpin returned here yesterday from 
Spring Hill, where he has been making an in- 
vestigation of the recent colliery disaster. He 
said: ‘‘I have heard it said that a certain 
party had been informed that two of the 
miners at Spring Hill carried open lamps 
in their pockets. When no one was near they 
would take out and use these lamps in addition 
to the safety lamp. When any one ap- 
proached they usually extinguished them. If 
this report is found to be true it may have an 
important bearing on the cause of the explo- 
sion. Ishali probe the matter to the bottom 
and find out exactly what truth there is in 
it >> 


The underground force at the time of the 
disaster comprised 440 coal cutters, 216 labor- 
ers and 162 boys. Next Monday work will be 
resumed in the north mine, but it may be 
some time before a full complement of men 
are at work. The fund subscribed in Halifax 
for the relief of the sufferers amounts to 
$5,000. 


A Stormy Voyage.. 

NEw YorK, Feb. 27.—The National Line 
steamer France, Capt. Robinson, from 
Liverpool, arrived yesterday, four days over- 
due. She had left Liverpool, Feb. 7, and had 
a stormy voyage across. Second Officer 
Burnes was drowned during a storm, being 
washed from the decks bya wave. The star- 
board rail and two ofthe companion-ways 
were also washed away, and four men badly 
injured. It was Capt. Robinson’s first trip 
on the France. 


Burned His Brother to Death. 


Ronpout, N. Y., Feb. 27.—James Morrissey 
was yesterday indicted for burning his 
brother to death last October. He went home 
drunk and seeing his brother Joseph lying 
ona bedina drunken stupor poured kero- 
sene over him and fired the bed clothing. 
Joseph was frightfully burned and died two 
days later. Since them Morrissey’s aged 
mother has died from broken heart. Mor- 
rissey’s defense will be insanity.

THE SENATE. 

The Senate this morning passed a bill sim!- 
lar to one that has been passed by the Kansas 
and other Legislatures, calling for a Com- 
mercial Congress to meet at Kansas City, 
April 15, to consider economic measures of 
interest to the West and Southwest.

J. ALEXANDER LEMECKE TO SUCCEED 
UNITED STATES TREASURER HUSTON. 


Senator Blair of New Hampshire Ap- 
pointed Minister to China—The Bill to 
Relieve the United States Supreme 
Court. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb, 27.—A private tel- 
egram received here late last night from’ 
Evansville, Ind., says that J. Alexander 
Lemecke of that city has been appointed 
United States Treasurer. The truth of this is 
not doubted, forit is understood that Mr. 
Lemecke was tendered the place three months 
ago when Treasurer Huston was urging his 
resignation. Mr. Lemecke was Treasurer of 
Indiana for two terms, and is now in New 
York negotiating a State loan. He is a man 
of wealth and influence, and in In- 
dianapolis political circles. Me is an excel- 
lent financier, and his administration of the 
affairs of the State Treasury was above criti- 
cism. Mr. Lemecke’s nomination will prob- 
ably go to the Senate to-day. 

THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The Vice-President 
laid before the Senate a message from the 
President, returning without his approval, 
the bill to establish the record and pension 
office of the War Department: The President 
states his ojection to the bill at some 
length, to the effect generally tnat 
it is not competent for Congress 
to nominate (as the bill does) a particular 
person to fill an office created by law.

It will recommend the es- 
tablishing of’a new courtof appealsin each 
of the nine circuit districts and the appoint- 
ment of an additional circuit judge, marshal 
and clerk.

THE JACKSONVILLE SOUTHEASTERN 
JOINS THE WESTERN ASSOCIATION. 


No Application Yet Made to the Freight 

* Association—What the. Officials of the 

Road Say—A Merchant’s View of the 
Situation... 


The Jacksonville Southeastern Line, which 
has been such a disturbing factor in passen- 
ger rates between St. Louis and Chicago, 
has made application for admission 
to the Western Passenger Association. Chair- 
man Finlay of that association has sent out 
notices to the lines composing it requesting 
them to vote on the question of admitting 
the road. These notices were received in St. 
Louis yesterday by the lines in the asso- 
roads have been 
endeavoring to force the Jacksonville into 
the organization there will be no trouble 
about its admission to membership, for their 
only hope of maintaining rates is to get 
all lines to join the association. It is 
claimed that the Jacksonville Southeastern 
Road had been influenced tojoin the associa- 
tion by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Co., 
which is already a member and 
had to either refuse todo business with the 
Jacksonville or withdraw from the associa- 
tion, It would not pay toleave the Association, 
as that would demoralize rates all around and 
to quit doing business with the Jacksonville 
would be for the Atchison to abandon alto- 
gether its St. Louls-Chicago business,as their 
road forms the northern end of the Jackson- 
ville Southeastern route between these two 
cities. The only thing left the Santa 
Fe was to get the Jacksonviile 
company to join the association. 

WILL DEMAND A DIFFERENTIAL. 
While this story is no doubt 
is also quite probable 
the Jacksonville was quite willing 
to give up the i fight. Like all 
new roads it sought to advertise itself and 
notify the world that it was open for business 
by inaugurating a rate war. Having once 
received the necessary advertising it 
was willing to make peace and 
join an association to maintain 
rates, It is believed that they will 
demand a differential rate of some kind, how- 
ever, as their line between St. Louis and 
Chicago is much longer than any of the oth- 
ers, though their schedule time is 
about thesame. It is the general impression 
that the road will also join the Western 
Freight Association how, and in 
fact will be § forced to do 80, 
although the Western Passenger and Freight 
Associations are distinctive bodies and under 
separate managements. Still the same roads 
compose them. 

H, A, Suttle. Passenger Agent at this point 
for the Jacksonville Southeastern, ‘stated 
that he had received no ofiicial notification 
that his road had made application for mem- 
bership in the Western Passenger Agents, but 
Supposed that the telegrams published 
in the papers were correct. What 
led them to join he did not know, but thought 
it very likely that the Atchison company had 
considerable todo withit. ‘‘I expected that 
we would “join it ultimately,’’ Mr. Suttle re- 
marked, ‘‘but I hardly anticipated such 
action so soon. This does not necessarily 
force us to enter the Western Freight Associa- 
tion also, andI do not know that our road 
contemplates such action.’’ 

MAY RETAIN SOME INDEPENDENCE. 

W.M. Bushnell, commercial agent for the 
road at St. Louis, and C. P. Baldwin, travel- 
ing freight agent for the line, did not think 
that the joining of the Passenger Association 
necessitated the joining of the Freight 
association also. ‘‘They are two entirely 
separate organizations,’’ Mr. Baldwin Said, 
‘‘and I do not think our Hine has any applica- 
tion in to join the freight association or has at 
the present time any intention of doing so.’’ 

‘*If you join will you not be forced to quit 
billing goods from St. Louis and bill freight 
from the East side?’’ he was asked. 

**No. You may rest assured that if we join 
the Freight Association it will be 
with the distinct understanding that none 
of the arrangements already made 
by the road here are to be disturbed. We 
shall continue to bill goods from this side and 
will never enter the association except with 
the understanding that we shall be allowed 
todothis. Aslongasthe merchants of St. 
Louis stick tousand give us business you 
may rely on our holding out, 
of course, if they were to take 
away from us their patronage we 
might be forced to join the association at its 
own terms, but at present we hold the key to 
the situation, and if we go into the Associa- 
tion at all it must be at our own terms,’’ 

MR. SCHWEPPE STILL HOPEFUL. 

Mr, Schweppe of the Schweppe Grocer Co., 
Chairman of the Transportation Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange and Associated 
Grocers, said he was confident the Jackson- 
ville would not enter the freight 
association or do away with through billing 
toand from St. Louis. He said: ‘‘The mer- 
chants have been giving them a great deal of 
business, even where the rates of the road 
were higher than those of other lines, and 
if they attempted to do away with billing to 
and from 8t. Louis nobody would give them 
any business atall. lam satisfied, however, 
that they intend to stick to us.’’ 


THE RIVER NOT DANGEROUSLY HIGH. 


Capt. Carter Denies That There Is Very 
High Water in the South. 


River men claim there is no cause for alarm 
in the South over the present rise in the 
river, and declare that at no point between 
St. Louis and New Orleans is there any danger 
of an overfiow. 

Capt. Carter of the City of New Orleans, 
which has been in a few days, said this morn- 
ing: ‘*The river will have to rise three feet 
in New Orleans to reach the high water mark 
or danger line, The high water mark is 17 
feet, and the present reading is 14 feet. 
At Cairo the high water mark 
is 52 feet and the reading 
is now only 44 feet, a difference of 8 feet. At 
Cincinnati, oh the Ohio River, the high water 
mark is 71 feet, and the reading last night was 
51 feet, a difference of 20 feet. This shows 
there could hardly be cause for alarm. 
There are places, of course, down South 
where gaps were made in the levee last 
year and never repaired. The water may be 
flowing in thesé gaps fiow, bnt that isall. 
I think the water will go down from to-day 
on account of the cold weather, and because 
the Cumberland, Tennessee and Ohio rivers 
are reported falling.’’ 

It was ramored here this morning that the 
levee at New Orleans was in danger, but this 
Capt, Carter denies and saysthere is yet to 
be three feet rise before the fiver becomes

FLED TO AUSTRALIA, 


The Crimes, Elopement and Matriage of a 
Brilliant Young Lawyer of Toronto. 


New Yorks, Feb. 27.—A dispatch has been 
received from Toronto, Ontario, says the 
Herald, announcing the flight to Australia of 
Dugal D. McMurchy, sonof the principal of 
the Collegiate Institute of that city and 
junior counselinthe Birchall murder trial, 
assisting, as barrister, George Tate Black- 
stosk. Charges are made in Toronto that 
McMurchy is a forger and has fied tothe 
Antipodes. McMurchy has many friends in 
this city, and they will be surprised not only 
to know of the charges e against the 
young lawyer, but also to learn that when he 
left Toronto, on Feb. 7, he was accom ied 
by Miss Lucia Lee, daughter of Arthur B. 
Lee, head of the hardware manufacturing 
firm of Rice, Lewis & Son of Toronto, When 
the runaways arrived in this city Miss Lee 
went to the home of an aunt living here and 
McMurchy engaged rooms at the Windsor 
Hotel.. Early on the morning of Feb. 9the 
young man called upon the Rev. Dr. D. Par- 
ker Morgan of the Church of the Heavenly 
Rest, at hishomein West Forty-fifth street, 
and explained to him that he wished to marry 
Miss Lee that afternoon. Dr. Morgan sus- 
pected from his mannef that there had been 
an élopement, and advised MeMurchy to wait 
until the young lady’s parents had given their 
full consent, McMurchy would not listen to 
this advice, however, and not until after much 
urging did Dr. Morgan consent to marry 
them that afternoon at the church, the 
organist and séxton acting as witnésses. 
McMurchy gave as his reason for hot having 
some of his friends present that his desire 
was that they should not know of his mar- 
riage. Mr. and Mrs. McMurchy went to the 
Windsor and there found M *s brother 
awaiting them. The latter had along con- 
versation with the groom and urged him, It is 
said, to dt once return to Toronto to meet the 
ugly stories which were being told concern- 
ing him.

The Once Favorite Lecturer and Apboli- 
tionist Now in an Asylum. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 27.—Miss Anna 
Dickinson, the once favorite lecturer and fe- 
male Abolitionist, is now aninmate of the 
Danville asylum. She was taken to that in- 
stitution Wednesday evening by Dr. Hile- 
man, her family physician. For six months 
it has been plain to Miss Dickinson’s friends 
that she was losing hermind. At times she 
acted very queer. One day she wenttoa 
butcher-shop and purchased $30 worth of 
meat forafamily of four persons. On an- 
other occasion she went to a photograph 
gallery and had her pictures taken in several 
different postures. Last Saturday she went 
to the telegraph office and sent fifty tele- 
grams to prominent public men. On Mon- 
day she became so violent that 
it was found 
fine her to a 
her s0 angry that she drove her sisters and a 
servant girl from the house with a butcher 
knife, The next morning she efitered her 
sister’s bedroom and threw all the books in 
her library out of the window. Then her 
friends notified Dr. Schultz,Superintendent of 
the Danville Asylum, and he instructed Miss 
Di n’s attendant to bring her down on 
the idte train. She was taken to the station 
under guard, When she boarded the train 
she became very violent. She wanted to sit 
in a corner seat; no other would do. She 
summoned Conducto¥ Baldwin and said: 

‘‘t want you to send a telegram for me at 
once to Jay Gould. Tell him that I wanta 
billion dollars.’’ 

The conductor said he would send the dis- 
patch at the next station. 

**Well, while you are at it,’’ Miss Dickinson 
continued, ‘‘send one to President Harrison 
also; tell him that the women of this country 
want protection.’’ 

Jt was ascertained last night that one 
night last week Anna drove her sister Su- 
san from the house with a knife. The 
next day she attacked the servant, who took 
refuge in a neighbor’s house. On another oc- 
casion she went toa dry goods store and pur- 
chased $50 worth of dry goods. Shesent a 
number of telegramsto Senator Quay about 
her service in the Harrison campaign. 

OUT OF HER MIND. 

Miss Dickinson is 50 years ofage. She gave 
all her wealth away tothe poor. She bought 
property for all the poor people for miles 
around. Itis known that Anna Dickinson 
has not been herself for some time. The 
neighbors say she has acted in a peculiar 
way. To one of her friends she recently said: 
ry if I could only sleep how happy I would 


For some months past Miss Dickinson has 
abstained entirely from reading. In conse- 
quence her mall has accumulated to such an 
extent that it takes up the whole sideofa 
room. Universalsympathy is expressed for 
Miss Dickinson and her family. They live on 
the main street of West Chester. The house 
is a beautiful one and handsomely furnished, 
Anna occupied the first room over the parlor. 
Her extensive library was in an adjoinin 
room. In her the poor for miles around foun 
a sympathetic friend. She would never allow 
a needy person togoawayfrom her door with- 
out receiving something, So extensive was 
her charity that she is said to have made the 
Dickinson family comparatively poor. Alife- 
long friend of the family said last evening: 

‘*‘Anna Dickinson has never been herself 
since her failure on the stage ten years ago. 
The criticisms of the newspapers at the time 
broke the girl’s heart. Iknowit. You see, 
she was not accustomed to being criticised. 
When she lectured she received the plaudits 
ofthe crowds and the praise of the press. 
When she went on the stage this order of 
things was reversed. I knowthat Anna re- 
gretted the fact many a time that she made 
her debut as an actress. 

**Miss Dickinson was an almost daily visitor 
in Wilkesbarre, She would drive from her 
home to this city in a large family carriage. 
Last fall she signified her intention of going 
to Europe on Jan. 10 last, but for some rea- 
son or other the trip Was postponed. 

Miss Dickinson has been in public life since 
her sixteenth year. Left an orphan and in 
poverty when 2 years old, she was educated 
in the schools of the Society of Friends, of 
which her parents were members. She wrote 
an article on slavery which was published in 
the Liberator when she was 14 years old. She 
made her first speech a year later at the lodge 
of Progressive Friends. Some bigot made a 
cynical denunciation of woman and Anna was 
stung into a speedy defense of her sex. After 
that she frequentiy took part.in public dis- 
cussions, slavery and temperance being her 
favorite themes. When 18 years old she 
taught school for a year or two. Then 
in 1861 she obtained employment in 
the Philadelphia mint, She held her 
place only a few months, She 
made an indiscreet speech one day at West 
Chester, Pa., in which she declared that the 
battle of Ball’s Bluff ‘‘was lost, not through 
ignorance and incompetency, but through 
the treason of the commanding General’’ 
(McClellan). That speech caused her dis- 
missal from Government employ. She then 
began lecturing, chiefly upon political topics, 
and for twenty years she was one of the best- 
known platform speakers in the country. She 
was among the most prominent of the anti- 
slavery advocates during the first years of 
the war until that issue was decided. Then she 
became a familiar fi in nearly all the hot 
campaigns, State and national. When poll- 
tics was quiescent she talked about ‘‘Recon- 
struction, ‘‘Woman’s Work and Wages,’’ 
‘‘Demagogues and Workingmen’’ and 
ss Polygamiy.’’ 

In 1876 Miss Dickinson made up her mind, 
contrary to the advice of most of her friends, 
to go from the platform to the stage. It was 
not a successful venture. She made her 
first appearanceina play of her own, ‘‘A 
Crown of Thorns.’’ 
peare, without doing any better. She made 
her dramatic experience avaliable a little 
later in a lecture on ‘‘Platform and Stage.’’ 
Her recent career, as is well known, has 
been more or less érratic. She has béen ec- 
centric and lost what influence she might 
have had asa — advocate by her éc- 
centricities. r suit against Chairman

The grain dealers of St. Louls are both 
amused and indignant at a circular published 
by the Kansas City Commercial Exchange 
which has been scattered broadcast over tlie 
country. The circular, while not containing 
any absolute misstatements, is in effect one 
ofthe most misleading documents that has 
ever been given to the public by a commercial 
body, and is calculated to do great injury to 
St. Louis unless its omissions are pointed 
out. Kansas City has for several years been 
engaged in a desperate effort to bring itself 
up to a level with St. Louis as a 
grain market, but has not met with 
any satisfactory degree oi success. The 
grain growers have steadily manifested their 
preference for St. Louis as a terminal point, 


and have continued to send their grain here, . 


A MISLEADING CIRCULAR. 

_ The Kansas City dealers have naturally de- 
sired to give currency to the idea that their 
city is a rival of St. Louis, and to thereby at- 
tract custom. The enacment of the State in- 
spection law gave them an opportunity of 
presenting figures which showed that city to 
be in the lead in regard to wheat, anda good 
second in regardto other kinds of grain, 
They were not slow totake advantage of this, 
and the following circular has been issued by 
the Kansas City Commercial Exchange: :

Tosuch a one it would ap- 
pear that Kansas City is a much larger wheat 
market than 8t. Louis, while as a matter of 
fact the contrary igs the case. The deceptive 

rtion of the circilar les in thé 
allure to include either East St. Louis ship- 
ments or track inspections. A very large 
proportion of the grain handled in this city 
goes to East St. Louls and does not pass 
through the hands of the State Inspectors. 
Of course, no record of this appears on the 
books of the State Inspectors and the Kansas 
City circular completely ignores it. The 
same suppression of the truth is noticeable 
in regard to track inspection, a great deal of 
which is done tn St. Louis, the wheat going 
directly tothe mills. The general dissatis- 
faction with the mannerin which the State 
Inspectors have performed their duties 
has diminished the receipts of grain 
on this side of the river and increased 
themin East St. Louls. From the annual 
report of the Merchants’ Exchange a Ate 
standard of comparison between the rece 
of the two cities can be made and the mislead- 
ing character of the Commercial Exchange 
circular clearly demonstrated.

The 
absurdity of the statement that Kansas City 
handles 2,722,606 bushels more corn than any 
ohne market in the State is at once apparent, 
as its real receipts are over 30,000,000 less than 
those of Sst.

Ed Russell Stopped by Dick Queen Last 
Night in Short Order. 


| THE FIGHT TAKES PLACE IN THE CEL- 
‘ LAR OF A BUSINESS HOUSE. 


| @us Tuthill’ Will Match Dempsey Against 
McCaffrey — Hall Denounces Fitzsim- 
mons as a Coward—The Sheriff Lévies 
on the Property of the New York Base 
Ball Club—Sporting News. 


Ed Russell, the 8t. Louis Kid, who has 
strong pugilistic ambitions, was whipped in 
two rounds last night by Dick Queen, who 
claims Nashville, Tenn. The battle took 
place in the cellar of a down town bisiness 
house and the ring was very 
small, being only about 12 = feet 
square. To make matters worse a 


this wall is very hard, as Russell jearned in 
the course of the contest. Four-otince gloves 
were used, and the battle was for a purse of 
350. It was to have been a six-round go, but 
Russell received enough punishment in two 
rounds to satisfy him, and he quit. The little 
fellow fought pluckily, but was overmatched. 
Queen being far too heavy for him. Russell 
did not weigh over 125 pounds, while Queen 
tipped the scales at at least 185 pounds. The 
latter was far stouter and stronger than the 
**Kid,’’ whois only 17 years of age and rather 
tall, slender and frail-looking. Dan Daly was 
Russell’s second, while George Nolan of Phil- 
adelphia was back of Queen. The latter is a 
man 2 or 26 years ofage and looked in every 
way too much for his. youthful antagonist, 
About fifty people witnessed the fight. 
» Only one man wasin the battle from the 
start and that was Queen,though Russell 
made a plucky fight considéring the odds that 
were against him. Queen started right in 
from the jump to force the fighting. He 
landed several times on Russell’s face in the 
opening round and received no blows of any 
consequence in return. In fact, all the Kid’s 
blows appeared to fall short. 
Both men played for the 
face and neither received any 
punishment about the body. Queen rushed 
Russell repeatedly, but the latter met him 
gamely and stood up well under his severe 
punishment. Finally Quéen landed a blow on 
Russeli’s cheek, Knocking him against the 
hard brick wall. The little fellow’s head 
struck the wall and the blow almost knocked 
himout. He stood there trembling for a 
time, but finally came to before 
ten seconds had expired. Immediately 
afterward time was called and the round 
closed. Daly did everything in the inter- 
mission of one thinute which followed to get 
his man in shape, but the boy had been some- 
what dazed by the biow. 

When Russell stepped up forthe second 
round he was very weakand still somewhat 
dazed. Queen was strong and confident. His 
face wore a satisfied smile as he opened pro- 
ceedings for the round. Again he 
made play for Russell’s face and 
he reached it several times, too, 
while the boy was able to do scarcely any- 
thingin return. Finally justat the close of 
the round Queen caught Russell on the end of 
the jaw witha swinging right-hander. The 
blow rendered the boy very groggy, but the 
call of time saved him from a knock out. 

When the time for commencing the third 
round arrived, Russell was still dazed and 
Dan Daly saw that there was no possible 
chance of his winning and advised him 
to quit. Russell did so, and Daly 
threw up the sponge. The referee, a restaur- 
ant man, then awarded the battle to Queen. 
In giving up the fight Daly stated to the 
crowd that his man was overmatched by 
Queen, who was entirely too heavy for him, 
and that it was useless for the boy to under- 
go any further punishment, as he could not 
possibly win. Acollection was taken up for 
Russell and he received about $20, Queen con- 
tributing $10 out of his winngngs. The latter 
has not a scratch on him as the result of the 
battle, while Russell has a very sore jaw, 
and his cheek borie is badly swollen.

If I 
knew anybody I could whip in three rounds 
for 1,000 quid, as he says he can me, I’d snap 
it up and go a good ways to get it. 

‘*t consider Fitzsimmons a curiosity asa 
boxer, and am willing to admit that he has 
lots of advantage over a shorter man, but I 
know well that if Ican get him intoa ring I 
can make him stop, and I don’t think it will 
take rounds, either. I havé boxed 
with him a good deal, and, if he was capable 
of telling the truth, he would say that he was 
nearly always outclassed. Maybe that is the 
reason he sneaks so now. 

‘‘In Australia we havea good opinion of 
Dempsey, and think that any man who can In 
a few years fit himself for and fight fifty hara 
fights and win about all ofthem must be an 
extraordinary man. ButiIcanh understand 
how Fitzsimimons’ long reach helped him. In 
meeting me Fitzsimmons has no such ad- 
vantage, as he knows better than uybody.
